It will 
favor a preferential vote on presidential 
aud vice presidential candidate?, and 
also will promise, enactment of legisla- 
tion which will place the primaries of all 
parties ou u registration day. 


Progressive Measures. 


It is taken as a matter of course that 


the initiative, referendum and recall 
planks will be inserted, probably with- 
out any '|iia!ilications. The graduated 
income tax and a tax on inheritances 
also will find lodgment in the state 
platform. It will provide for an expert 
investigation of tax laws and the enact- 
ment of laws whereby-the taxes will be 
apportioned more equitably. The mini- 
mum wage law for women and a work- 
men's compensation law will be advo- 
cated. 


Another reform to be advocated by 


the party is the simplification of legal 
procedure :ind the enactment of legisla- 
tion which will annul technicalities. The 
party will advocate the establishment 
of a public utilities commission with 
power to regulate rates, nervicea, capital- 
ization aud the making of physical 
valuation. 
It probably will advocate 


greater home rule for cities of Indiana 
and wil) express itself in favor of al- 
lowirig the cities the power to adopt 
their own charter. 


Rigid state laws to prevent child la- 


bor will be advocated and the party 
will go on record as favoring more in- 
dustrial and agricultural education in 
the schools of Indiana. Tho plank up- 
on this subject probably will be broad 
and comprehensive. The conservation 
of thn state's resources also will be ad- 
vocated. 


Tariff Reference Brief. 


The tariff plank probably will bo sim- 


ple. . It will bind the party to a tariff 
policy which, in substance, will provide 
that tho tariff be measured by the dif- 
ference between tho cost of production 
in this country and abroad. The plat- 
form will declare for thn regulation by 
the federal government of all trusts do- 
ing interstate business 
and also wjll 


promise a rigid regulation by the sta'fe 
of trusts doing interstate business. 


Other provisions may be inserted at 


the meeting of the committee tonight 
and there is a possibility that some of 
the planks now in favor among the 
leaders will be changed. It is probable, 
however, that the outline of the plat- 
form sow ia tho hands of leaders will 
be accepted in the main by the commit- 
tee. 


May Double Delegation. 


Edwin 31. Lee, state "chairman, said 


vesterdny that, because of the desire of 
the party leaders to go to Chicago as 
delegates, it is probable that many( dis- 
tricts will decide to elect two-delegates', 
each entitled to one-half vote. In this 
event the Indiana delegation will be in- 
creased from fifteen, as originally plan- 
ned, to thirty, four delegates at largo 
being elected at the convention instead 
of two as now provided for. 


Albert J. Beveridge and Mr. Lee will 


be the two delegates at large and Fred- 
erick K. Landis and William Holton 
Dye may be selected as the other two, 
should the convention decide to send 
four.

Lucius B. Swift probably 
will be 


elected as the delegate from the Seventh 
district to the Chicago convention. Mr. 
Swift has long been a personal friend 
of Theodore Roosevelt and is treasurer 
of the Marion county progressive party 
organization. AVillitts A. Bastiari, coun- 
ty chairman, may go- as the other dis- 
trict delegate if the district 
meeting 


decides to elect two delegates.

Registration of Absentees. 


Some six hundred Indiana patriots \vho are enjoying 


the emoluments of clerkship appointments in the fedcru 
departments at Washington are uniting in a protest 
against the new Indiana registration law. The}' declare 
that it practically disfranchises them because it requires i 
second trip back to the home -state in election years—th 
first to register and another to exercise the voting priv- 
ilege—and they cannot afford the expense of making more 
•than one journey. It would be singular, indeed, if the 
first attempt at a registration law should have resulted in 
a perfect statute, and this is but one of a number of com- 
plains that have been raised against the new Indiana law. 
Remedying it at this juncture in time to lift the '.burden 
from the Washington contingent for the November elec- 
tion, however, is evidently quite impossible The popular 
impression in the past has been that the absent voter had 
little real occasion to burden himself in this regard. There 
was usually back home an old guard of party pillars who so 
devotedly desired to.see the country saved that expense 
money was generally forthcoming to enable the absent 
voter to arrive and do his share of the saving at the ballot 
box on election day. We have not at hand at this moment a 
copy of the new Indiana corrupt practice act, aud mayhap 
that sort of thing is no longer in good form. If it be so, 
the Hoosier folk in Washington have our sympathy in 
their plight, and if it is impossible for them to make the 
two trips home this year they will simply have to trust 
those of us who are on the job at home to register popular 
will in Indiana at the polls in November. Another year 
we may have more modem improvements on our registra- 
tion' law. Provision for registration by deposition has 
been suggested, and if proper safeguards can be devised 
to prevent possibilities of fraud which it might open up, 
the hardship of imposing the expense of an extra trip 
home might be lifted without destroying the very purpose 
of the law. This is a matter which will doubtless have the 
attention of the next Indiana legislature. '
